The  problenx  is  to  prevent  lluctu- 
atlnK  exchange  rates  within  the  Empire  and  to 
huure  thereby  a  more  even  flow  of  trade  and 
greater  facility  in  the  handling  of  intra-Empire 
transactions.  It  Is  felt,  too,  that  with  an  Empire 
agreement  on  such  a  subjert  other  .sterling 
countries  would  be  willing  and  anxious  to  Join 
and  that  even  the  United  States  "when  the 
dollar  is  nursed  back  to  health"  would  find  it 
MMntlal  to  make  an  agreement  with  the  Empire.

Lord  Dawson  of  Penn  believes  that  the  stand- 
ard of  general  education  required  for  entry  to 
the  study  of  medicine  needs  to  be  raised  If  the 
doctor  of  the  future  to  to  meet  the  duties  which 
will  fall  to  his  profession.  He  says  medicine  Is  a 
profession  for  the  few— "for  those  who  not  only 
have  the  aptitudes,  but  the  strength  and  pur- 
pose to  live  laborious  days  not  only  for  UveU- 
hood  but  also  for  the  work's  sake." 

One  piece  of  advice  which  Lord  Dawson  offers 
Is  that  younger  men  of  ability  for  research 
should  be  retained  in  wards  and  laboratories,  in 
other  words,  their  energies  should  not  be  dis- 
.slpafed  by  .struKpies  for  aq  early  practice.  It  Is 
the  best  investment  any  nation  can  make  to  give 
opportunities  to  gifted  minds.  Medicine  now  has 
an  tnlarprd  sphere  of  action.   New  problems  of 
health  are  arising  through  modern  tadustrial 
methods  and  through  specialized  labor.  There 
are  dl.s.solving  vlew.s  also  which  social  conditions 
present.    This  all  means  that  more  and  more 
educated  and  flexible  minds 
medicine. 


Heart  disease  Is  the  most  devastating  of  all 
ills.  It  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  fatal 
diseases.  A  new  drug  to  provide  relief  has  been 
discovered,  according  to  The  London  Despatch. 
It  to  known  as  dlgoxin.  and  credit  for  havlnp 
found  it  goes  to  Mr.  8.  Smith,  a  research  chemist 
working  in  a  London  laboratory.  The  drug  has 
been  tested  satisfactorily  by  Dr  E  J  Wayne  on 
behalf  of  the  Therapeutic  Trial  Committee.  Ex- 
periments have  not  yet  gone  far  enough  to  prove 
its  entire  efficacy,  but  if  it  is  what  is  claimed,  it 
will  be  of  vital  Importance  in  medicine.  Its  dis- 
coverci-  believes  that  it  "will  bring  bi^  to  every 
malady  of  the  heart— except  love."
